Farm Board and Co-Op Group Agree on New 


Financing Plan To Be Based on Prevail- 
ing Market at Time of Delivery.

during the present crop year was 
agreed upon today. by the farm board 
and the American Cotton Co-opera- 
tive Association. 

Farmer members will receive an ad- 
vance on cotton marketed through the 
co-operatives of one cent less than the 


prevailing price at point of delivery. 
If the price is 7 cents a pound, grow- 
ers will be given 6 cents. If it drops 
to 5 cents, the advance will decline 
to 4 cents. 

The primary financing will be done 
through commercial and intermediate 
credit banks. The board will insure 
the second loans. Carl Williams, cot- 
ton member of the board, said today 
no accurate estimate of the money re- 
quired to finance the operations could 
be made.

NEMURO, Japan, Aug. 20.— 
(Thursday.)—(#)—Colonel and Mrs. 
Charles A. Lindbergh, fog-bound off 
Ketoi island, in the Kuriles, since late 
yesterday, boarded the government 
steamer Shimushiru Maru early today 
and were questioned by the captain 
of the vessel concerning’ their forced 
landing. ar ; 

The significance of their intervi / 
was not clear here, since only the 
fact the captain was questioning the 
fliers was radioed to the Ochiishi 
wireless station. 

Colonel Lindbergh. before leaving 
Petropavlovsk, Kamchatka, early yes- 
terday, messaged the American em- 
bassy at Tokyo asking the embassy 
in his behalf to request the Japan 
aviation bureau for an emergency 
landing permit in the Kurile islands. 
This was granted, and today the com- 
munication bureau radioed the Lind- 
berghs permission to fly along the 


a 


western side of the Kuriles en route 
to Nemuro, which authorities consid- | 
ered the safest route. Hence it was | 
not believed the interview concerned | 
any possible violation of Japanese 
aviation regulations, which are ex- 
tremely strict. 

Doubt that the Lindberghs would 
be able to continue their flight to Ne- 
muro before tomorrow was growing 
late today. At 10:30 a. m. the steam- | 
er Kokusai Maru, off Shimushiru | 
island, 15 miles south of where the 
Lindberghs were stranded, radioed 
that a dense fog overhung Iturup Is- 
land, in the southern Kuriles. The 
steamer said the fog was drifting In 
the direction of Ketoi and that visi- 
bility was poor throughout the re- 
ion. 

: Once started, however, the Lind- 
berghs were expected to complete the 


410-mile flight from Ketoi to Nemuro 
in slightly more than four hours. 
Forced down on the leeward side 
of Ketoi after they had encountered 
a high fog over Shimushiru Island, 
the Lindberghs rode out the night 
in their big monoplane apparently 
without great discomfort.

Despite the fact that Atlanta Wed-

Roosevelt Proposes State 
Financing for Urban 
Workers “To Lessen Mis- 
ery Among Our People- 
on Huge Scale.’ 


PINCHOT URGES

‘New York Governor’s Ac- 


tion Seen as Evidence of 
Impatience With Admin- 
istration’s Laxity.

NEW YORK, Aug. 19.—(4)—The 
president and the governors of two 
eastern industrial states, all mentioned 
prominently as aspirants for presiden- 
tial honors in 1932, moved publiciy 
today for steps to alleviate nation- 
wide unemployment distress. 

Governor Gifford Pinchot, repub- 
lican, of Pennsylvania, sent a letter 
to President Hoover urging him to 
call a special session of congress soon 
to consider federal aid for the job- 
ess. 
President Hoover appointed Walter 
S. Gifford, president of the Ameri- 
can Telephone & Telegraph Company, 
to form and direct a nation-wide or- 
ganization to co-operate with naticnal, 
state and local agencies dealing witu 
unemployment relief and stated a na- 
tional advisory board, with headquar- 
ters at Washington, would assist him. 
The president’s opposition to an extra 
acssion remains unchanged. 

New York’s democratic chief execu- 
tive, Franklin D. Roosevelt, in an ad- 
dress at Ithaca, N. Y., tonight an- 
nounced he would appoint a commis- 
sion to consider state financing of 
rural homes for urban workers in an 
experiment to lessen what he predict- 
ei would be “certain misery among 
our people on a huge scale’ in the 
coming winter. 

Each of these steps interested this

for its bearing upon the 19352 presi- 
dential race. 

Governor Roosevelt’s proposal at- 
tracted. especial attention here  be- 
cause it suggested that he did not 
mean to await federal measures in 
aid of the state’s unemployed.

He said 
his plan embraced co-operation of 
state and private capital in the in- 
terest of workers involved in economic 
stress “in normal times and to make 
relief work more attractive in time of 
depression.” 

Mr. Roosevelt said: “We are about 
to enter the third winter of industrial 
depression. . ..
